LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Langdon Library: 

I herewith offer the annual report of the Librarian 
for the year ending December 31, 1924. 

The question was asked not long ago, “Is the Library 
used aS much now as it was a few years ago?” On look- 
ing over the records it is interesting to note that the circ- 
ulation of books is now greater. 

In 1894, 2706 books were taken out, in 1895, 3891 books 
were issued. Beginning 1920 we were requested to make 
a separate report of juvenile and adult circulation. The 
total circulation that year was 4930; juvenile 1408, adult 
3522. The year 1924 ending December 31, there was a 
total circulation of 5634, juvenile 2085; adult 3549. 

Our Library is used by the High School students for 
reference work and several books helpful to them have 
been added during the year. 

Among our purchases this year have been a number 
of books for the lowest grades of the school-children. 
These have proved very popular and it is hoped will inspire 
the younger children with a love of reading good books, 
also enable them to become more intelligent readers. We 
have promised a roll of Honor, to be hung in the Library, 
to children making the most improvement in reading dur- 
ing the school year. 

A number of kind friends have added books to our 
Library, a few of whom are Mrs. L. C. Beane, Miss Mabel 
deRochemont, Mrs. W. H. Howard, Mrs. Edith G. Hoyt, 
Mrs. Rosamond Packard and Mrs. Marion Prior. Our 
cabinet of Curios has had several interesting gifts from 
Miss Mabel deRochemont. Mrs. W. H. Howard, Albert 
Phillios and Mr3. Annie E. Pickering.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Board of Newington: 

I hereby submit to you my second annual report as 
superintendent of your public schools. 

There is little to report this year beyond the usual 
facts and figures. We are working for improvement 
with the means afforded. A more regular daily attend- 
ance is resulting and an increasing disposition of pupils 
to conform to standards that lead to character and im- 
provement ‘in scholarship. “Do It Right” and “Better 
Scholarship” are ideals set for the year’s work. Attain- 
ment seems slow but the persistent effort of teachers 
supported by intelligent cooperation of parents will in 
time bring the results desired. The dropping of health 
was a mistake. I trust that this may soon be returned 
to its proper place in the school program. 

As I see it the two outstanding needs at present are 
the grading of the school grounds and the furnishing and 
utilizing of the basement. Either by a sufficient approp- 
riation or by voluntary contributions of teams and labor 
the grounds should be finished. As intimated in my last 
report a modern school building is serving but half its 
purpose if restricted to the education of children. The 
north end basement could easily be fitted for an assembly 
room. This with some added facilities for lunch ser- 
vice would provide excellent accommodations for parents’ 
meetings, and result in a closer relationship and under- 
standing between parents and school. 

In a Union the size of ours close supervision of class 
room work is quite impossible. A superintendent’s work 
of necessity becomes executive rather than supervisory. 
His best service lies in the assistance he can render to 
School Boards, ‘in the transmission of aims and encourage- 
ment to teachers, and in providing adequate material for 
good school work. His most difficult task is in securing 
suitable teachers. School visits merely for their own sake 
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mean little and often lead to waste of time. Monthly bul- 
letins to teachers have been issued throughout the year. 
The assistance of an efficient clerk in the office has rend- 
ered relief. from much of the necessary routine and pro- 
vided more time for the larger affairs. 

After all the schools of a community are what the 
people make them, through their financial and moral sup- 
port. If there are good schools in Newington it is be- 
cause Newington wants good schools and provides for 
them.

School Report. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newington: 

We herewith submit the Annual report of the New- 
ington School Board: 

One more year of school has passed, during which 
time some changes have taken place which we will sum 
up, as briefly as possible. 

At the close of school in June, 1924, we found that 
Miss Davis, who had proven very satisfactory, did not 
care to assume the duties of instructor in our school for 
another year, at the salary offered her by the board. 

At this time we were very sorry to receive the res- 
ignation of Miss Abbie Frink. Miss Frink has been a 
teacher in our schools for several years, giving the best 
of satisfaction to all concerned. Too much cannot be 
said, of the splendid work she has performed. It will be 
a long time before we secure another teacher who will 
give as much attention to her work, and show as much 
interest in the welfare of the children, as Miss Frink. 

Mrs. Tobey, however, who has proven very efficient 
decided to remain with us another year. 

We were also pleased to retain the services, of Mr. 
Ernest Bilbruck, our Music instructor. Mr. Bilbruck has 
performed splendid work, since he began teaching Music 
in our school. 

We began school, however, in September 1924 with 
two New teachers, Miss Patch to teach the Primary 
grades, and Miss Pfersick to teach the Junior high. 

Miss Patch and Miss Pfersick to-gether with Mrs. 
Tobey have labored faithfully, and been very devoted to 
the work. 

At the end of the fall term Miss Pfersicks who did 
not care to remain, resigned and as we found she could 
not be persuaded to stay a while longer we were forced 
to accept her resignation. 

The resignation of Miss Pfersick left us in a some- 
what undefined circumstance, as all the. desirable teach- 
ers are employed, at this time of the year. 

However, we were most fortunate in persuading 
Mrs. Abbie Beane to fill the vacancy left by Miss Pfer- 
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sick. Mrs. Beane had substituted many times, and was 
well acquainted with the work, heuce she has proven very 
satisfactory. Previous to which, Mrs. Beane resigned as 
a member of the School Board. 

During the month of January Mr. George Garland 
was appointed to fill the vacancy left by Mrs. Beane. 

Shortly afterward Mr. Garland’s appointment, Mrs. 
Harden also resigned. Mr. Garland and the one member 
left decided not to make any more appointments in the 
School Roard, as it was so near the time for the Annual 
Meeting. 

Mr. Moore, our superintendent, has {proved very 
energetic and efficient. He has many new ideas and good 
suggestions, which if carried out would place our school 
on a basis with many city schools. We feel however that 
some of the suggestions are a little beyond our financial 
resources just at present. 

The hot lunch movement which has been in operation 
since 1916 is not moving as some of us would like to have 
it. There appears to be a few good hearted parents, be- 
sides the organizations, who are donating all the food 
and money. Now if the parents want their children to 
have hot lunches would tit not be well for them to get to- 
getber and all do their share. We wish however to thank 
all those who have given so cheerfully in the past. 

Much can be said in regard to improving the appear- 
ance of the school grounds, but you know this as well as 
the School Board, and whatever you choose to do, we are 
at your service. 

We do not cordially invite, we demand the citizens — 
of the town of Newington to visit their school to see if 
conditions there are according to their wishes, and if not 
to make known their desires at the proper time and place. 
Also by visiting the school it might enable them to be in 
a better position to know what they are talking about if 
they have anything to say.
